Schmidt has already sold he would 
agree to deployment of the weapon In 
West Germany if NATO approves it. II 
another NATO country also agrees to 



deploy the weapon on Its soil and If 
arms control negotiations to limit the. 
spread of such weapons fail. 

In reaffirming that stand. Schmidt 
overrode the objections of his own 
Social Democratic Parly, which saidr 
last-week in a policy statement that 
the neutron weapon was an obstacle lo 
-Eost-West-arms-taika-and-should-bc — 
barred from Western Europe. 

President Reagan's decision two 
weeks ago to manufacture the neutron 
weapon caused a furor in the Social 
Democratic Party, e^KKially In its 
left-wing where antl-nucIcar scnti- ' 
ment Is strong. 

Opponents of the weapon — a 
rocket-mounted warhead which re- 
leases intensive amountS'Of radiation 
that kills humans but leaves buildings ■ 
and other objects relalively un- 



damaged — say it would make the 
outbreak oi war In Europe more 
likely, 

The Reagan administration says 
the weapon is needed 'to counter a 
build-up of military strength by the 
Soviet Union in Rast European- na- 
'ions. 

Schmidt described the reaction in 
his parly to the American announce- 
ment as "dxa^^alcd," saying, "one 
should not attack the Americans as ■ 
those who arc behind the armaments 
race."
